PRISONERS VERIFY STATE 
MENT OF BRUTAL TREATMENT 


Guthrie, Ok., Dec. 22.—J. P. Con­ 
nors, president of the State Board 
of Agriculture and member of the 
0 
Board of Prison Control,, returned 
today from McAlester, where he’ talk­ 
ed 
with 
prisoners 
recently 
trans­ 
ferred to Oklahoma from the Kan­ 
sas penitentiary, and he states that 
from the information secured from 
them the report of Miss Kate Barn­ 
ard, 
State Commissioner of Chari­ 
ties and Corrections, 
was not ex­ 
aggerated 
or • overdrawn 
where 
it 
mentioned 
the 
water 
cure, 
the 
"crib” 
and 
many other 
modes of 
prison 
punishment. 
"None of the prisoners see 
the 
cure,” said Mr. Connors, “save those 
to 
whom 
it- is 
administered, 
but 
some told me that they had seen 
men brought to their cells on stret­ 
chers after going through the cure. 
The hose used carries water under 
eighty-pound pressure.” 
The punishment, he says, is given 
for 
some 
infraction 
of 
the 
rules, 
such as talking or failure to per­ 
form what the prisoners call “stunt” 
or task that is given them for each 
day. In the coal mines, for instance, 
a man is required to produce eigh­ 
teen tons of coal each week and 
failure to do so brings punishment. 
it is 
understood 
that Mr. 
Con­ 
nors made the investigation with the 
Board of Control’s consent, and that 
he will make a written report at 
its next meeting. It is also under­ 
stood that recommendations will be 
made for the immediate transfer of 
all 
Oklahoma 
prisoners 
from 
the 
Kansas institution. The contract un­ 
der which they are maintained ex­ 
pires Jan. 23, but it is stated here 
that they have made overtures to 
Oklahoma to renew it. 
An 
additional 
hundred 
prisoners 
were taken to McAlester today, mak­ 
ing the total there 205, and leaving 
about 400 in Kansas. 
It is planned to contract with the 
large jails throukgout the state in 
which to board ;he convicts until 
the penitentiary is completed. This 
would include Oklahoma Cit, Ard­ 
more, 
Vinita, Muskogee and Guth­ 
rie. 
Gov. Hoch of Kansas has named a 
committee to make an investigation 
of the charges made regarding the

prisoners. 
Gov. Haskell 
addressed a letter to 
Gov. Hoch today which was wI a h- 
held from publication until it could 
reach the executive offices in To­ 
peka.

1,335 men at a meal. Thirty pounds 
of coffee performed like sen ice and 
twice a week 600 pouids of gross 
dressed beef was served, 200 pounds 
of which went to the kitchen de­ 
partment and 
was

there. 
Poorly cooked bacon was given once 
a 
week. 
Liver came 
on 
twice 
a 
week, but the prisoner stated that it 
was never washed from the time it 
left the animal until it reached the 
table.

That if all the land in the Chero­ 
kee nation is allotted on the present 
basis of HO acres per allotment that* 
there will he a shortage of nearly 
200,000 acres. Deeds to 15,000 allot­ 
tees remain to be isused and 82,000 
acres of land to be allotted. 
Arbitrary 
allotments 
had

made in the Creek nation in order 
shat each Creek got his proportion­ 
ate

tribal 
property 
Three hundred allotments remain to 
be completed, it will be remembered 
that the Creeks are opposed to the 
dissolution 
of 
tribal 
affairs 
and 
wish to hold their projyerty in com­ 
mon. The standard value of allot­ 
ments in th** Creek nation is $1040 
and all Creeks whose lands are not 
equivalent to that amount will re­ 
ceive the difference in money. 


The allotments in the Seminole na­ 
tion have l>een completed but 2.206 
acres remain undisposed of.

That 94 mines are in operation in 
the Choctaw and Chickasaw nations 
is also recited. Three of the mines 
are new ones. The number of acci­ 
dents is placed at 71 of which 31 
proved fatal. This is quite a reduc­

year. 
Six 
thousand aud twenty-nine men are 
employed in the coal district accord­ 
ing to the report. 
The 
total 
value of the 
product 
mined is fixed at $5,815,700.98 and 
the average selling price per ton was 
$2.09. The production of coke is still 
in its infancy only 7.368 tons being 
produced, it sold for $4.31 per ton 
The royalty on coal is eight cents 
per ton, mine run; asphalt ten cents 
and refined asphalt sixty cents per 
ton. In all there are HO leases cov­ 
ering 100,560 acres. There are nine 
asphalt leases covering 6,400 acres. 
The numlyer of tons of coal mined 
during the year is placed at 2,780.649 
which is considerably less than last 
year. The high water mark of 3 198- 
862 tons of 1904 has not been attain-! 
ed since. The Choctaw and Chicka­ 
saw nations however, received $273,- 
196.82 in royalty during the year. 
The fact that there are 36,000,000,- 
000 !>arrels of oil in storage in the 
Creek and Cherokee nations is also 
brought out. It is also well to add 
that the 41,101,000 barrels marketed 
during the year represents

namely 21,717.000 barrels. The royalty 
‘of course increased in like proportion 
indeed $1,692,627.55 was collected in 
royalties as against $775,489.15 las* 
year. Of the 17,727 mineral leases 
flied 10,525 have been approved and 
6.137 disapproved.
